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PEACE IN THE BALANCE 


“ THE issue of peace or war is still undecided and we still will 
hope and still will work for peace.’’ That statement of the 
Prime Minister in the House of: Commons on Tuesday remains 
true at the moment of writing. The German halt on the Polish 
frontier and the conversations which have ensued afforded a 
welcome breathing space and time for reflection. But if 
“catastrophe is not yet upon us,’’ it cannot, in Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
words, be said that “the danger of it has yet in any way 
receded.’’ In this momentous and critical situation, therefore, 


the people of this country can only pray and hope that what 


President RooseveLt has called the “lovely hope’’ for peace 
will be justified by events, while abating “no jot of our resolution 
to hold fast to the line which we have laid down for ourselves.’’ 

What that hne is has been made transparently and abundantly 
clear. 4: The people of this country and those associated with them 
stand for reason, and not force or the threat of force, in the 
settlement of international differences. They realise that if changes 
in the imap are to be imposed at the point of the bayonet, law 
and order will be at an end, the bloody rule of the international! 
bully will be fastened on the world, the weak will everywhere go 
down before the strong, and liberty, justice, and peace will soon 
have fled this distracted earth. To avert that crowning calamity, 
no sacrifice could be too great,‘no effort too sustained and intense. 
Peace is assuredly their dearest wish. But a peace that is the 
peace of the grave—the grave of our noblest ideals and of 
civilisation itself—would be far too dearly bought, and would, 
in the final reckoning, prove frail and evanescent. It is the know- 
ledge of this tragic truth that has nerved this free country to its 
gigantic defence preparations and rallied it, as one man, around its 
elected leaders. Britain’s principles and traditions being what 
they are, it could do no other, It knows that “thrice is he armed 
that hath his quarrel just,’’ and that in this quarrel which has been 
forced upon it its purpose is justice. Andif, unhappily, it were 
driven into war, it would be able to say with clean lips “ our 
hands have not shed this blood,’’ for never have statesmen striven 


for peace with more tireless pertinacity and consistency than have 
been shown by those of Britain in the course of the protracted 
international negotiations. 

Jews, in particular, will remember this last fact with profound 
satisfaction. They, the immemorial bearers of the message of 
peace, will reflect, with gladness in their heart, that peace was 
indeed sought and pursued by those in charge of the national 
destinies, and that if they failed, the calamity cannot lie at their 
doors. That fact will make Jews even more zealous, if possible, in 
the nation’s cause, and set the seal on their unity with their fellow- 
citizens. They are under no illusions as to the sacrifices which 
will fall upon them in common with others. 
will not only afflict them but will open up vistas of uttermost 


‘misfortune for many: of their stricken coreligionists abroad ; for 


not only will it ravage the poverty-ridden homes of the three 
million Polish Jews, but it may hold untold disasters for the Jews 
in Germany concerning whose possible fate the ugliest rumours 
are now prevalent. We have never sought to hide these horrible 
possibilities from ‘the community through all the

months during which Jew-baiters have raised the 
wicked clamour that Jews wanted war, and we most earnestly pray 
that the rumours we refer to will be falsified by events and that 
brute bestiality be not allowed to run riot in the Reich. But th 
mere whisper of them reveals the moral crisis which confronts 
mankind, and will strengthen the determination of Jews to share 
to the full in the common struggle should war unfortun

They will cherish and foster a spirit of s and confidence, 
Above all, they will avoid like the plague the sin. of lack of 
consideration for others—that sin which has wrought such sad 
mischief in the past. Let all members of our community seek to 
understand the unprecedented burdens and difficulties that have 
been thrown upon the administration. Let them try and appreciate 
the stress and. strain under which their fellow-citizens, like them- 
selves, are labouring, the fretted nerves, and the silent suffering 
which should make all the nation kin. Let them thrust vanity 
and ostentation from their hearts, giving the same sympathy in all 
circumstances which they would have from others. Let them, in 
a word, comport themselves as units in a “band of brothers’’ 
embarked on an heroic struggle for the highest human purposes and 
the things we hold most dear. Given this contribution to the 
‘national effort, as we are confident it will be given if peace efforts 
fail. our community will be able. to look back with a serene 
conscience on their part in as great a crisis as has ever confronted 
themselves and their fellow-citizens. 

There is also, however, a word which must be addressed to some 
who are outside the Jewish fold. It is bad enough that the anti- 
Jewish campaign should have proceeded during all the recent years 
of national danger. 
if the raucous voice of fratricidal hatred and incitement should be 
heard when the enemy is. at the gate, then an act of what we 
should not hesitate to describe as black treason will be committed 
against the vital need of national unity, and therefore against the 
security: of the State. Jews engaged in the great struggle, and 
especially Jews fighting and falling at the front, should hive the 
right to be free from threats: and revilings of mischievous tub- 
thumpers. .Even in Poland, where anti-Jewish feeling in the past 
has run high, this has been readily acknowledged, and during tne 
patriotic demonstrations that marked that country’s Navy Week 
the Jewish ex-Servicemen were greeted with warm cheering and with 
tokens of esteem by non-Jews. Wedo not ask bouquets of the 
Fascists. But we do demand that we should not be stabbed in the 
back, and we demand it as much for the sake of the country as for 
ourselves. The months that lie ahead will provide a final. and 
infallible test of the various anti-Jewish political movements. — If 
they do not wish to present an utter lack of patriotism and a 
treacherous indifference to their country’s cause, they will call a 
halt to their present campaign and let the country get along with

NOTES OF THE WEEK 


CONGRESS UNDER DIFFICULTIES 


Tue incidence of the international crisis, developing as it did soon 
after the twenty-first Zionist Congress had started in Geneva, and 
gathering in its grim ominousness until it overshadowed the delibera- 
tions of the delegates, could not but reduce the value of that assembly. 
No wonder that Zionists, in their disappointment, have asked them- 
selves whether, in the circumstances, such a costly business as the 
running of a Congress was justified, and whether it was not a blunder 


to hold it with the international horizon so threatening. But, of course, 


it is unfair to be wise after the eyent, and had conditions in the 
world followed a happier course, thére would have been few to praise 
the foresight of those who had farried on, despite the ind\cations, 
with the Geneva meeting. -A mére justifiable criticism is to }be met 
‘with amorg those who hold, and held, that, apart altogether from the 
general crisis, the political position as regards Palestine was so obscure 
and the attitude of the various groups of opinion so poorly defined 
that it was purposeless to call Bonatens merely because the customary 
two years had elapsed since its previous meeting. 


THE RESULTS 


One result of the hasty ending of Congress has been to throw an added 
responsibility on the Actiofis Committee, which has been left to work 
out what, in the normal/course of events, might have been hotly- 
contested points in the larger assembly. Its duty to exercise its power 
so that the general line of Zionist policy in practice shall be closely 
in harmony with the spirit of the widely-worded resolutions passed 
by Congress is the greater in view of the limitations under which 
Congress had to work this time. From these resolutions, only two 
features of political significance stand out. One its rejection of the 
White Paper policy, and the other is insistence that more should be 
done to improve Arab-Jewish relations—-something, if not a great deal, 
to justify the gathering of six hundred delegates. There was, of course, 
the re-electioh of the Executive, a matter the importance of which is 
subject to opinion. But’ no one will question the gravity of Dr. 
Weizmann’s declaration, in the course of a speech which emotionally 
swept the Congress, when he declared that the fight of the Western 
democracies “is our fight.” Ata critical moment, it was a spontaneous 
expression of Jewish faith—-a faith deep enough and big enough to 
carry without disturbance even the most vigorous disagreement with 
the present Colonial Office policy of the White Paper. 


WAR AND THE REFUGEES | 
War, if it should unhappily come, is certain to leave a deep mark 


on many national, as .well as, of course, international, problems. In 


particular, it must materially affect the whole problem of immigration. 
Invasions of foreign territories will send men and women scurrying 
into strange areas in their own countries, and. create potential new 
refugee movements to other lands. But any immediate exodus will 
be barred, partly because transport will not be aVailable and partly 
because Governments, whether belligerent or neutral, would not, even 
if transport could be found, risk the creation of an anti-foreign feeling 


..by the admission of crowds of aliens to share in the perhaps limited 


food supplies. Nor could immigration into Palestine be expected to 
continue. Trains and shipping in the countries of origin would be 
used for pressing war purposes. No money could be spared for 
departing members of the population. And such things as Haavara 
would obviously be out of the question. As for emigration from 
Greater Germany, this would probably come to an instant full stop. 
To that extent, sad as the cause may be, the pressure of the refugee 
problem in London and elsewhere would be relieved. 


NO TIME FOR INACTION 
THere would, however, still remain a heavy burden for the refugee 


. Organisations, connected with immigrants already admitted either in 


London or in other places, and it would be intensified by all sorts of 
fresh complications piled up as the war proceeded. The times that 
would follow would prove no holiday, therefore, for those engaged in 
this merciful work. Above all, plans would have to be studied 


tentatively for the great out-rush which might take place following 


the conclusion of hostilities. The conference on refugees which has 
been summoned by President Roosevelt for the first week in September 
Is reported to have been postponed until mid-October. We hope that 
the Presidential initiative will not be balked by the march of events. 
The emigration problem may later'on assume dimensions beside which 
the existing trouble will seem small indeed. Despite other and more 


immediate dangers and anxieties, it would be wise to be prepared, as 


far as humanly possible, for so grave an international emergency. 
NATIONAL SERVICE FOR REFUGEES 


MEANWHILE the question of using, in the national interests. the 
refugees already here acquires a new urgency and importance. Of 
their keenness to help there is not the slightest doubt. They have 
flocked in very large numbers to enrol on the register of National 
Service set up at Bloomsbury House and Woburn House, and form a 
reservoir of man-power which could be of incalculable value in. the 
present emergency. The same remarkable keenness to volunteer has 
been in evidence elsewhere. Some time ago, 500 German refugees in 
, South Africa offered to help the local authorities in every way 


possible. “We are anxious and willing,” they said, “to discharge our 
obligations to the country which has given us sanctuary. We are 
willing to do and die for South Africa. We are anxious to serve.” 
Again, at a meeting held in Sydney, 1,000 German and Czecho- 
Slovakian Jewish refugees offered their services to Australia and the 
British Empire. It would be an immense pity if such enthusiasm were 
damped down, as well as a very real loss. 


REASONS FOR ACCEPTANCE 

Time and again it has been urged in these columns that much of the 
trouble caused by the refugee question has arisen from the fact that 
the immigrants have so often been regarded as liabilities instead of as 
assets, and as job-snatchers instead of job-makers. This mistaken 
view has been deplored as much in Parliament as by ourselves. There 
are among the refugees highly qualified electrical, mechanical, and 
military technicians, as well as members of the medical faculty— 
surely no negligible addition to the defence personnel. Nor is it 
reasonable to ignore the importance of less skilled service, at a time 
when an increasing drain exists on the man-power of the country. One 
realises, of course, that the Government must exercise a certain amount 
of care and discretion in the matter. But it must be obvious, as the 
reports from overseas already referred to prove, that the sincerity o( 
refugee volunteers, in the mass, is, from the very facts of the case, 
hardly open to doubt. At any rate, all male aliens in France between 
the ages of eighteen and forty have been made eligible for service in 
the French armed forces, a special decree, published as far back as 
June last, having provided for the creation of special corps of foreigners 
in the Army, Navy, and Air Force, to which aliens may offer them- 
selves for war-time service. In addition, labour service will be accepted 
Clearly, the French Government has no qualms on the score of 
reliability. 

Even the Nazi Government, which has done its uttermost to embitter 
the German Jews, has no hesitation in ¢mploying them on the nation’s 
work, and if they are not afraid, why should the Governments which 
have given the refugees asylum tremble? The alternative to using the 
refugees is to allow them to stand idle while the rest of the nation 
battles for its life. That would bode no good for the immigrants, or 
for the country as 2 whole, 


TWO CHARGES GO WEST 
OnE of the regulations issued under the Emergency Powers (Defence) 


Act provides that an order may be made directing that after a certain 


time no unauthorised person shall be in a specified area. In other 
words, powers have been taken, as precautions against enemy attack, 
for the compulsory evacuation of residents. One cannot help recalling 
that during the last war Jews were accused of voluntarily evacuating 
their families, for all the world as though it was a crime against the 
country. Now that the nation is organised on rational lines 
for war, and people are being urged to get out of London, 
their conduct, if the allegation was.true, is seen to have been an act 
entirely in accord with common sense and the national interests. 
Similarly, the cry was raised that the Jews were storing food. But a 
little time ago the whole population was authoritatively urged to lay in 


_@ Week’s provisions, the reason being that it would obviate the strain 


that would be created during the early days of hostilities by a panic 
rush for victuals, and at the ‘same time create a vast reserve of 
additional food in the country. Thus completely does the folly of anti- 
Jewish attacks stand exposed! Let us hope that Jew-baiters have at 
least sufficient. reason left to realise the mischievous stupidity of their 
ways and to apply their energies to real and more patriotic service to 
the State. |

POLISH ANTI-SEMITE WHO REFORMED

but Hitler's anti-Jewish crusade and his deep conviction that the Nazis 
were the enemies of Poland, induced him to change his attitude towards 
the Jews. He had lately been on friendly terms with them. ~~ 


M. Evie Tortet, who died recently in Paris, was a prominent figure in 
financial circles in Alexandria. A leading member of the local French 
community, he was an Officer in the Order of the Legion of Honour. 


The death occurred in Birmingham recently of Mr. REUBEN. BURSTEIN, 
aged seventy-cight. He had been an active member of the New Synagogue, 
Hurst Street, for over twenty-five years, and was Treasurer for a long 
period, 

The death has occurred at Antwerp, in his sixty-second year, of Mr. 
Leon FiscHer. Together with his brothers he took an active part in the 
Zionist movement in Belgium. 


Mr. BERNARD ATKIN, who has died in Cork aged fifty-nine, was for many 
years Treasurer of the Chevra Kadisha and of the local lodge of the 
Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David Friendly Society, and until 
secently had been Treasurer to the Congregation.

THE GREAT IMPOSTURE 


By WATCHMAN 


IN the anxious, agonising hours that marked the gathering of the war 
clouds it is safe to say that nothing lit up so vividly the real cause of 
the prevalent trouble as the amazing somersaults executed by the 
Soviet and German dictatorships. Certainly no turn or twist in the 
tortuous processes of Power Politics struck the world with such bound- 
less astonishment—a perplexity all. the deeper because the origin of 
these moves seemed so mysterious, and they were im so many quarters 
completely unexpected. Yet the world would not have been 
astonished had it remembered that only some six .years ago Signor 
Mussolini concluded a pact of friendship with the Soviet, and in a 
newspaper article rapturously announced that “ the two great revolu- 
tions, the Fascist and the Bolshevist, mect and join hands for the 
purpose of understanding each other, of working together, and of 
bringing the other nations to their side.” “The two new Govern- 
ments,” he went on to predict, “placed between the. past and the 
future, will settle, probably in agreement, the new aims of mankind,” 
The possibility that Hitler might, sooner or later, copy the Mussolini 
_example ought not, therefore, to have been absent from the public 
mind. 


Indeed, in these columns, I had ventured, on more than one occasion, 
if I remember aright, to point out that the alleged vital differences 
between the dictatorships were myths, and to utter the warning that 
one day this truth would be demonstrated for all the world to see. 
As far back as January 7, 1938, in an article headed “ The War of. the 
Isms,” I wrote that “ the present muddled state of werld affairs lends 
itself inevitably to mistaken inferences and confusion of ideas.” I 
suggested that there was one such confusion which was particularly 
dangerous, and which, in the vital interests of us all, it was imperative 
to avoid, viz., the idea of the existence of a great and far-reaching 
conflict between the two “ isms’ known as Fascism and’ Communism. 
I characterised. that supposed conflict as a sham fight—“ at the most a 
noisy interchange, at long range,.of insults and threats, o! which 
innocent third partie, ike the Jews are-the first, if not the worst, 
vicums.”’ 


Without hiding the differences between the two systems, it was 
suggested that the points of resemblance between them were unmuis- 
takable and. undeniable. They talked the same political language. 
There was the same suppression of individual initiative, the same 
centralisation of power in the hands of a single individual, the same 
ruthless crushing of opposition. And accordingly I went on to say that 
“such is the significance attached to this political affinity that there 

are some who would not be surprised if the German and Russian 
dictators one-day forgot all about. their ideological differences and 
patched up a solemn agreement, as the two countries did in the Treaty 
of Rapallo after the War.” The supposed antagonism of the Fascist 
Powers to Communism was simply a screen behind which more solid 
purposes could be pushed. “So let us,” | concluded, “ rid ourselves of 
all this talk about the two isms in question being sworn and relentless 
foes. It is, as I have said, dangerous, because it lures us on a false 
trail.” 
This latter consideration, and not the staking out of any exclusive 
claim to prophetic inspiration—others, no doubt, expressed the same 
view—is my reason for recalling. my earlier words. In seeking the 
Russian alliance we forgot the essential qualities of all despotisms, 
whatever their special labels, and strayed from the primary conception 
that the real war to-day is between freedom and justice on the one 
hand and, on the other, the playing fast and loose with all the dictates 
of the moral law. The more tensely we concentrate on this, the real 
conflict, in the fateful days ahead, and cease prating about ideologies, 
the better the chances for human progress and a lasting peace. 


It is not for me here to try to explain the reasons for the dictatorial 
somersaults, save to make this suggestion: The hesitations of Italy 
over the latest German aggression and the refusal of Japan to fix up 
a military alliance probably suggested to Herr Hitler that his political 
friendships were as incapable of standing a vital test as had always 
been suspected elsewhere. The Axis was, in the Bismarckian phrase, 
showing itself “a lath painted to look like iron.” So a bolt was 
made into. the opposite camp, regardless of all previous pro- 
fessions of political motive, or even of outward decencies. The 
Soviet got out its welcoming swastikas, which had been apparently 
stored up against the day when the two outward “enemies” would 
rush into one another’s arms and embrace. The mask was at last 
. thrown off. And the world was confronted with as staggering an 
example of Power Politics as has been seen, at any rate in modern 
times. What the Soviet had to gain from this extraordinary reconcilia- 
tion we may perhaps not wait long to see. The Muscovite kiss 1s not 
bestowed for naught. Even the satisfaction of seeing Nazism dis- 
credited, and the “ Capitalistic ” and “ Imperialist * Powers tearing one 
another into helplessness, with the possible assistance given by Russia 
to the Germans, would not be a meagre one from Stalin’s point of view. 


But, the Nazi Bolsheviks having thrown over all their past balder- 
dash about the Communist peril, the question now arises: What about 
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the Jews? If that “ peril” was nothing but blatant humbug, then the 
Jewish danger, which was said in thousands of diatribes to reside in 
the Jewish propagation of Communism—Russian Bolshevism was 
always denounced as “ Jewish Bolshevism “—was no less a fraud of 
the most unscrupulous character. Having now made it up with 
Moscow, will Herr Hitler next proceed to make the amende honorable 
to the Jew, and cease warring upon him both at home and abroad? 
The smallest reparation that Herr Hitler can offer is to close down his 
anti-Jewish campaign, suppress the StvuerMer, give the Jews back the 
property he has taken from them, and prevent his underlings from 
continuing to harp on the old bogy and thereby emphasising the 
Imposture now exposed and making their Leader look ridiculous. The 
same holds good of our Fascists nearer home. These foolish dupes, 
too, have been incessant worshippers of the Jewish-Bolshevist “peril.” 
Will they now. admit that they have been taken in, and offer their 
apologies? Or will they, more Hitlerist than Hitles, go on mechanically 
repeating the old incantations and averting their gaze from the comic 
spectacle of Stalin and Hitler now dancing a pas de deux on the 
diplomatic stage? If they deserved pity at all, one could almost be 
sorry for the quandary in which these poor simpletons have been 
placed, 

There is, however, another aspect of the recent dramatic happenings 
which, from the Jewish point of view, cannot be too strongly. stressed. 
This. cynicism of which we have been the astonished witnesses, these 


perfidies, impostures, and mad. ambitions which have already . 


drenched a great part of the earth with man blood, and are, at 
the moment of writing, threatening us with a crowning catastrophe, 


this “ Realpolitik ’ which has characterised German diplomacy from 


the days of Bismarck and his “reinsurance ~ policies until these days -

Of those supreme, sovereign pur- 
poses let us not lose sight, cither during the bargainings and tortuosities 
of diplomacy or even during the grievous tragedy of war should 
unhappily the lights once again go out over a distraught and stricken 
Europe.

POLISH JEWS DEFEND THEIR 
COUNTRY 


** Greatest Possible Sacrifices ” 
‘APPEAL TO THE JEW-BAITERS 


Urged to Stop Incitement 


The Jewish population of Poland is taking an active part in the 
defence measures which are being carried out throughout the country. 
Old and young Jews, some of them wearing the traditional Chassidic 
garb, are digging A.R.P. trenches in Warsaw and other large towns. 
Many Orthodox Jews. worked even on the Sabbath, holding that the 
war danger and the duty of defending their country absolved them from 
the Sabbath rest. | 

All Jewish organisations in Warsaw have instructed their members 
to take part in trench-digging, and special contingents have been 
formed by German-Jewish refugees. The entire Jewish Press is 
publishing appeals to the .Jewish population to make the greatest 
possible sacrifices for national defence. 

On Sunday, the Club of Jewish Deputies. passed the following 
resolution: “At the present decisive hour when, in a manner rousing 
the admiration of the whole world, the Polish State is preparing to 
resist the plans threatening its integrity. independence, and sovereignty, 
the entire Jewish population declares tts readiness to make any 
sacrifice for the strengthening of the country’s internal unity and its 
defence forces. This readiness is not merely the expression of its 
desire to perform the normal duties, but is the result of its deepest 
conviction that the fate of the Polish State, with which we are indis- 
solubly bound, is at stake. Patriotism is not only a duty but a right 
which all the citizens of the country enjoy to an equal degree.” 


Fhe Warsaw Rabbinate has ordered that special prayers for peace’ 


and for the wel!-being and strength of the Polish Army be recited in 
the Synagogues throughout Poland. ’ 

An appeal to Polish Jews to be-ready to defend their country was 
issued on Monday ‘by the Central Commyttee of the Jewish Socialist 
Party, “ Bund.” “In this hour when the fate of our country is in 
the balance,” the appeal runs, “ we declare once more cn behalf of 
the working masses of the Jewish people that we are ready to make 
the supreme sacrifice together with the entire working class of our 
country in the fight for independence and lrberty.” 

The Socialist organ ROBOTNIK has published an appeal to the Endeks 
and other extremist nationalist parties to stop their anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda in view of the present war danger. “The gentlemen of the 
totalitarian parties,” the paper declares, “surely realise that the whole 
country is now preparing to defend itself, and common sense should 
tell them that it is necessary at this moment to suppress all attacks on 
national minorities which can merely weaken the defensive powers of 
Poland. This applies particularly to the Jews, who, in the event of 
war with Germany, will loyally defend our country side by side with 
the Poles. The nationalists seem to question Jewish readiness to fight 
and they wish to persuade Polish public opinion that Jewish patriotism 
is suspect. This is one of the most contemptible propaganda tricks 
which can be explained only on the. supposition that the Endeks 
realise that their policy has been shown to be bankrupt both with 


~pegard to the Nazis and with regard to the Jews. Wishing to save 


their anti-Semitism, they are trying to make Hitler's natural enemies 
into his friends. No one demands that the anti-Semites change their 
point of view, but we must demand that at the present moment they 
should cease to exacerbate internal relations and pour scorn on the 
Jewish masses who are ready, like the Polish masses, to defend their 
country. | 

“The Jews,” the RoBoTNIK concludes, “‘demand to-day that the 
agitation against them should be stopped, not in the name of 
humanitarianism or ethics but in the interests of the country. It 
seems, indeed, that in certain circumstances the Jews have more 
understanding for the welfare of the country than the ultra-patriotic 
Polish nationalists.” | 


ZBONSZYN CAMP LIQUIDATED 
Deportees Removed From Frontier 


In view. of the international situation, the Polish authorities have 
liquidated the deportee camp at Zbonszyn, on the Polish-German 
frontier, where 1,000 of the Jews expelled from Germany last October 
still remained. The deportees have now been distributed to various 
parts of the country. Originally there were 5,000 deportees at the 
camp, but numbers of them were allowed to re-enter. Germany to 
wind up their businesses and to arrange for the removal of their 
families, while others were allowed to go to relatives in Poland. 


IMMIGRANTS WILL DEFEND FRANCE _ 


In an appeal addressed to the Jewish population, the Federation 
of Jewish Societies in France (the representative body of Jews of East 
European origin) asks the Jewish population to maintain discipline 
and to avoid street incidents. The appeal refers to the efforts made 
by the French nation to save the cause of peace and to the danger 


threatening from those quarters where brute force has become a 


guiding principle, and concludes by expressing the conviction. that 
immigrant Jews will volunteer to defend France as their brethren did 


_in 1914. Similar statements have been published by other Jewish 
Organisations.

ANTWERP HOOLIGANS. INVADE 
JEWISH QUARTER

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


NO BUYERS 


And ye shall be sold unto your enemies for bondmen and bond- 
women, and no man shall buy you.—(Deut. xxviii, 68.) 

Twice in the Torah do we read the Tokeha, the dire and doleful 
prophecies of the doom which will come upon the children of Israel 
as a result of their departure from the way of God, the life of the 
Torah. But the doom which is foretold in the passage which we read 
to-morrow is infinitely more ominous than that of its counterpart in 
Leviticus. It has been pointed out that, whereas the former is couched 
throughout in the plural number, presaging a national calamity which 
might possibly exclude individuals, that which occurs in our Sidra 
is in the singular throughout, as though emphasising the individual 
nature of the suffering which the Jews will bring upon themselves, 
a suffering which none will escape and whose burden will fall heavily 
but equally upon each and every one. But this is not the only basis 
for the statement. A comparison between the two passages reveals 
the fact that, whereas the former concludes with a passage of hope 
and optimism—“And I will remember my covenant with Jacob .. 
and yet for all that, when they be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not cast them away, neither will I abhor them, to destroy them utterly, 
and to break my covenant with them *—there is not a word of hope 
or consolation in our passage to blunt the keen edge of its poignancy. 
lt is a narrative of unrelieved gloom and tragedy, steadily rising to 
the climactic utterance of its last verse which forms our text. 

The translation of the Authorised Version is not of the happiest. 
As Rashi points out, the verb is a reflexive one, and the verse is 
wo be translated “And ye will offer yourselves in sale to your enemies 
there as slaves; and there will be no buyer.” 

Hard and bitter is the lot of that man and woman whose freedom is 
taken away from them forcibly and who are sold into slavery to their 
enemies; harder acd more bitter the lot of those whom circumstances 
force to sell themselves into slavery in order to put body and soul 
together. But is there a more soul-shattering and tragic experience 
am the world than to be reduced to these circumstances wherein one 
s willing and eager to become a bondslave, to give up one’s freedom, 
to serve for a mere pittance, and to find no buyers? That ts the 
tragedy of Jewish existence to-day, and with it that awful Tokeha 
which we read so hurriedly and with such bated breath, in an attempt 
to close our eyes to realities, finds its full and soul-searing fulfilment. 

“Juden nicht erwiirscht "—“ Jews not wanted "—that notice which 
m the first days of the Nazi revolution was placed at the entrance 
of so many German villages and townlets has now been metaphorically 
placed at the ports and harbours, the frontier posts, and the entrances 
of every country in the world. There are countries with vast 
undeveloped territories, countries whose under-population is a constant 
anxiety to them, as it is-a source of envy and covetousness to their 
neighbours, countries which cry out for new settlers and added popula- 
tion, but the: new Settlers must be “of the right stock,” which, in 
undiplomatic language, means “ Jews not wanted.” 

There are the United States of America, which have taken the lead 
in the movement to afford some relief for the victims of the Jewish 
tragedy; America, at the entrance of whose harbour stands the Statue 
of Liberty, on which is engraved the poem of the Jewish poetess, 
Emma Lazarus, containing the blessed words: 

“Keep, ancient lands, your storied pomp!” cries she 
With silent lips. “* Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tossed to me; 
{ hit up my lamp beside the golden door.” 


But that golden door is not opened one inch wider than it was before 
this calamity fell upon us, and the number of immigrants is. still 
regulated by the quota made in normal times. | 

There ts our own country, which not only has found itself forced 
to depart from giving its traditional asylum to political exiles. but 
has even applied to the Jewish National, Home—irony of ironies—the 
doctrine of “Juden nicht erwiinscht "—* Jews not wanted.” 

And the poor Jewish refugees, driven to despair and almost madness 
by the looming threat of the concentration camp, the edicts of expul- 
sion, beat frantically against these closed doors and they cry: “ Only 
let us in. We will sell ourselves as slaves and as bondwomen. We 
will give up our lives to your service; only let us in.” But the depth 
of their tragic position becomies crystal clear when to these frantic 
cries the answer is coldly given: “‘ There are no buyers.” 

One little example may suffice, one slight straw which indicates 
the direction of the wind. In a popular periodical lately there appeared 
a savage attack upon the refugees, which was avowedly based upon 
rumours. One fact only was adduced. A letter from 2 Jew living 
in Prague to the editor of that paper, which said: “‘ I should be content 
with the smallest salary if I could obtain the permit.” To which the 
article made the following comment in bold type: “ He is to be con- 
demned for his willingness to accept an uneconomic wage, thus 
jeopardising a British workman’s job and attacking the standard of 
fving of all workers in this country!” Truly there are “no buyers.” 

And we turn from the blackness of the present to the Messianic 
promise of the future, from the Sidra with its grim fulfilment to our 
Haftara with its blessed promise, “ For behold, the darkness shall cover 
the earth, and gross darkness the people: but the Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory shall be sun upon thee.” We shall yet sell 


ourselves as servants, but as servants of God, and He in His mercy 
will accept our service. | 
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CONVENTION OF RELIGIONS 
Five Faiths and Many Creeds 
‘UNIQUE GATHERING AT SOUTHPORT

Between 300 and 400 delegates assembled at Saxenholme Schoo! 
for the Southport Convention of Religions, held frcm August 20 (o 27. 
They represented various churches and societies and many countries, 
including, besides England, Bengal, Egypt, Germany, America, |) ance, 
and the Netherlands. The chief aim of the convention was to inc;case 
co-operation between religious denominations by an exchange \ ic ws. 
The principles of the five big faiths, Christianity, Islam, Juda... 
Buddhism, and Hinduism, were thoroughly expounded. 

The Mayor of Southport, Councillor W. Geldard, and Mrs. Geldard 
gave the convention a civic welcome. Among the speakers « 
opening was Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone. 

Swami Avyaktananda, of the Vedanta movement, England, who ti;<: 
thought of the idea of holding the convention, pointed out that thei 
object was in no way an imposition of their own convictions or those 
of any sect or denomination. They were there for spiritual fellowship 
and for the essential harmony that existed in all religions, in spite 
of minor differences to be found on the surface. 

During the convention, sessions of which were held each day, there 
were several Jewish speakers, including Dr. Silverstone, the Rev. Dy.

CONCLUSION OF CONGRESS 


Dr. Weizmann’s Moving Speech 
** L°HITRAOT ” 


[From our Special Correspondent—GENEVA] 


The political resolutions which were adopted by Congress during the 
closing sessions were those which I gave in advance in my last message. 
An important addition was the one which referred to Arab-Jewish 
relations. It ran: 

“ The Congress mstructs the Executive to appoint a Committee to 
study Jewish-Arab relations in the political, economic, social, and 
cultural fields, to explore the possibilities of co-operation between 
Jews and Arabs in these spheres of life, and to report to the organs 
of the Zionist Movement.” 

Earlier on the Thursday, the organisation resolutions were con- 
sidered. Among those which were referred to the Zionist General 
Council was a resolution that the special representation of Palestinian 
Jewry at Congress should be abolished. 

[hose adopted included a resolution to reduce the price of the 
Shekel for the East European countries in which there is economic 
distress and to instruct the Executive to fix the price in those countries 
in accordance with this resolution. 


Memorable scenes marked the speech on Thursday evening of Dr. 
Weizmann, who had to leave shortly before Congress concluded in 
order to fly to London on urgent business. Perhaps “speech” is the 
wrong word to use, for it was more in the nature of a heart-to-heart 
talk, a word of cheer and encouragement at a time when hearts were 
heavy from the point of view of both the latest news in the international 
crisis and the Palestine situation. More than once Dr. Weizmann had 
to muster all his will power to stop himself from breaking down. 

First he made a passionate plea for Shalom in Zionist ranks at that 
grave hour in order that the Executive which would be elected would 
have wholehearted support and co-operation in the arduous and 
responsible work that lay ahead of it. That was a dark hour for them, 
he said, and it was very difficult to see through the black clouds. 

Then Dr. Weizmann, with his eves brimming ever with tears, 
declared that they had had their differences with the Government. 
“But the fight of the Western democracies,” he declared, “is our 
ficht, their cares our cares.” 

He addressed words of solace in particular to Polish Jewry in the 
tragic position that confronted them and to the Yishuv, and concluded 
with the word MIND. 

All present jumped to their feet and cheered Dr. Weizmann for 
many minutes, during which he took his farewell of Mr. Ussishkin and 
Mr. Ben Gurion, and shook each member. of the Executive and other 


leaders of the Zionist Movement on the platform heartily by the hand. - 


When he was about to leave, the whole gathering rose to its feet to 
sing Hatikvah. 

In the mame of the Jewish people, Mr. Ussishkin wished Dr. 
Weizmann health and strength to be able to carry on his work and 
assured him on their benalf that they would rally round him in every 
possible way. 

The Executive was, as I had foreshadowed, re-clected, and the 
Zionist General Council Was empowered to add to ats number if they 
thought that this ought to be done. The Zionist members of. the 
Administrative Committee and the Jewish Agency were also re-elected. 

The concluding speech was given by Mr. Ussishkin, and Congress 
came to an end at | o'clock on Friday morning with the singing again 
of Hatikvah. 


SUMMARY OF THE RESOLUTIONS 


The first resolution denied the validity of the White Paper and rejected 
it as violating the rights of the Jewish people and repudiating Britain's 
obligations under the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. Congress 
declared that the Jewish people would not acquiesce in the reduction of Its 
status in Palestine to that-of a minority and reaflirmed the malienadle rights 
of the Jewish people to return to Paiestine. 

Congress declared that the Mandatory obligations were undertaken 
tewards the Jewish people as a whole and not towards the Jews of Palestine 
alone. 

The second resolution expressed appreciation of the attitude of leading 
members of all parties in the British Parliament. | 

A protest against the suspension of Jewish immigration was the subject 
of the third resolution, while the fourth welcomed the unanimous con- 
clusion of the Permanent Mandates Commission that the Government's 
policy is not in accordance with the Mandate as hitherto interpreted and 
the majority viewpoint that the new policy is not in conformity with the 
Mandate. 

The fifth resolution declared that resistance to the White Paper was not 
directed against the imterests of the Arab people. and reaffirmed the 
resolve of the Jewish people to establish relations of mutual goodwill and 
co-operation with them. “Despite four years of bloodshed and destruction, 

Congress expresses its opinion that, on the basis of mutual recognition 
of the respective rights of both races, a way can be found to harmonise 
Jewish and Arab aspirations, and instructs the Zionist Executive to 
persevere in its efforts towards that end.” . 

Congress instructed the Executive “to appoint a Committee to study 
Jewish-Arab relations in the political, economic, social, and cultural fields, 
to explore the possibilities of co-operation between Jews and Arabs in 
these spheres of life, and to report to the organs of the Zionrst Movement. 
Appreciation of the “loyal and dignified stand of the Jewish delegation at 
the Palestine Conferences in London” was also recorded. 

The last resolution sent “ brotherly greetings to Zionisis in Soviet Russia 
and expresses the hope that the U.S.S.R. will change its attitude towards 


the Zionist Movement and Zionist activities. It is hoped that the ban on 


Jews in Russia wishing to immigrate into Palestine will be removed.”

GENERAL ZIONISTS GROUP B 


A Summary of Policy 


From Mr. JOSEPH L. RIVLIN 


To the Editor of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The following is a brief outline of the resolutions submitted 
by the World General Zionists (Group B), known as the Brith Hazionim 
Haklaliim, to the twenty-first Zionist ‘(Congress at Geneva: 

The group will endeavour, at all costs, to uphold and further the cause 
of Zionism. It will; in spite of all obstacles, endeavour to keep the doors 
of Palestine open to the multitude of Jewish immigrants seeking, “as of 
right and not on sufferance.” a haven in our Hometgnd. We will, to 
the last. of our resources, resist organised terror, smash and uproot all 
terror whether from within or from without. 

We are struggling neither against the Arab nor against the British 
peoples but to the bitter end agaist these whose policy systematically 
aims at depriving us of our last hope 

~ We will lend no hand to any administration which aims at carrying out 
a policy based on the White Paper. We will make every efort to train 
and teach. the Yishuv to become a self<onlained community with a 
maximum consumption of home-made goods (Tozereth Haaretz). 

Our Group demands a system of elections to the Congress based. on 
proportional representation 

We demand a radical chance 1m the admmistration of the Zronmst Move- 
ment, the abolition of the one-party system of Zionist government, which 
does not allow for constructive criticism and exercises an undebated authority 
which may eventually tead to tvranm 

if a measure of democracy. and mdeed tolerance, ts to prevail, regardicss 
of party affilsation, it 1s tnconceivable that all admmistrative functions, 
i.e., those concerned with finance. political work, labour, immigration, and 
colonisation should remain in the hands of one party. We theretore demand 
a system of * Separation of Powers” and genuine popular control over all 
political, labour, and colonisation Cepartments. 

The Group demands the abolition of. the Agency's present system of 
immigration, which is so tramed that to all mtents and purposes 1 excludes 
all regular Jewish immigrants who are not identified with the party in 
power. 

The Group is opposed to the exercise of arbitrary and discretionary 
powers by the party in power on matters of immigrabon. immigration to 
Palestine must be kept open to all Jews regardless of their Zionist political 
athliations. 

The Group deems it high time for a standing committee to be formed 
whose. functions shall be the control of expenditure and varrous other 
administrative activities of the Organtsatron 
Ihe Group demands that a budget shall be allotted to support the 
Farmers’ Federation” and the * Federation Industrialists Every 
possible help-—financial and otherwise—-should. be given to these bodes 
to expand in their. fields of endeavour 

fhe Group demands that full recognition be. granted to the “ Mifdeh 
Haezrachi”™ as a central financial mstitution, whose purpose to help 


the middle-class citizen in Palestine > 
Similarly, the Group demands full récognition of various other imstitu- 
tions, e.g.. Degel Ovdei Yisroel.” “ League tor Jewish Aviation 


in Palestine,” and the “ Zebulun League “ as national organisations and vital 
to the progress. of our Cause. 

The Group, in these critical days, arms. at mobilising and uniting all 
forces behind the ideology of Zionism. Hh will make every effort to bring 
about the re-entrance of the Revisionists mto the Zionist Organisation, for 
only by a united front can we hope to achieve our goal. 

It is the intention of the World General Zionists to enlighten Jewry 
at large, and British and American Jewry in particular, on the true 
state of affairs prevailing in the Yishuv. With that in mind it has 
been resolved to make Britam a starting pomt of our endeavour. We 
ain, therefore, at establishing a permanent office with its headquarters 
in London for the furtherance of our cause.

The Yishuy Prepared 
NASHASHIBIS PROMISE LOYALTY 


Owing to the international situation, the local civil and military 
authorities are in constant consultation. General Wavell, commandin» 
the British troops in the Middle East, conferred with Lieut.-Gene;, 
Barker, the General Officer Commanding the British troops in Pales::ne 
last week-end. The military authorities are preparing additiona! 
transport facilities in readiness for an emergency, and doctors have 
been invited to volunteer for service. The Jerusalem: broadcasting 
station has started additional morning broadcasts in order to allay the 
spreading of different rumours. All leave of the Jewish civilian guard 
‘(notrim) has been cancelled. 

As a test of air. raid precautions, there was a black-out throughou: 
Haifa on Monday night. | 

All Government army and police officials have had their leave 
cancelled as a precautionary measure in connection with the world 
situation. 

The Jewish Agency, after an examination of different reports, finds 
that the food situation of the Yishuv is satisfactory. This is a cop. 
sequence of the considerably larger imports of essential commodities 
and raw materials in the first -half of 1939, as compared with 193s 
There has been an increase of 255 per cent. in wheat imports, 162 pe: 
cent. of animal food, 85 per cent. of rice, and 93: pér cent. increase of 
tinned meat imports. There was also a good local crop of cereals. 

The High Commissioner returned to Palestine on Saturday last. 

At an extraordinary meeting of the [el-Aviv muncipality,. it was 
decided to empower .the Security Committee to purchase gas masks, 
to apply to the Government to tissue price-fixing regulations, and also 
to urge the Government to make grants in order to finance activities 
in connection with the present situation. Aur raid precautions instruc- 
tions have been issued to the civil guard, and the Jewish Agency has 
opened offices for co-ordination in A.R.P. work.

2,000 Refugees to be Released from Camp 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, August 28] 


Four more ships carrying refugees from countries Of persecution 
in Europe are stated to be on their way towards Palestine waters, 
ostensibly with visas: for China, but it is anticipated that once they ge! 
within motor-boat reach of Eretz. Yisrael they will make for the 
Promised Land. 

The arrival of refugees is becoming almost a daily occurrence 
along the coast of Palestine, but the enthusiastic welcome they receive 
from the Yishuv grows more pronounced as each ship arrives. Nor is 
the attitude of the British policemen and soidiers any less humane. 
When 800 refugees arrived on Saturday morning, August 19, some 
of them landed at Nathanya; and policemen waded into the water 
to bring in the women and half-naked, haggard children, kissing the 
tots and comforting them with chocolates, giving cigarettes and money 
to the haggard-looking adults, who had not eaten a square meal for 
weeks. 

The men and women on the Greek s.s. Parita, which was beached 
opposite the Ritz Hotel in Yarkon Street, on the Tel-Aviv foreshore, 
on August 22, had been at sea eleven weeks. What wonder then that 
many of them, as they stepped on dry land at last, bent down to 
kiss the sand they picked up, or lay prostrate in the warm Mediter- 
ranean sun—in Eretz Yisrael at last! 

The Yishuv is showing its fine sense of hospitality to the newcomers. 


‘Clothing and food have been given generously to each shipload of 


arrivals. Groups of women volunteers have assisted the Jewish insti- 
tutions in tending the unfortunate wanderers, a large proportion of 
whom have had to be taken to hospital owing to their complete 
exhaustion from exposure to the elements and under-nourishment. 
It is a wonder how they manage to survive so huddled together in 
the small vessels which bring them over such great distances. 

Eye-witnesses report with pride the demeanour of the young men 
at Nathanya on Saturday, August 19, when a chorus of cries from 
the foreshore, on which the motor-boat Nicholas had run aground (the 
passengers thinking the craft was foundering), was the first intimation 
that 207 men, 109 women, and fourteen children were near the beach. 
Stripping themselves, the colony’s youth maintained a line of com- 
munication with the stranded boat, swimming backwards and forwards 
in rough seas and pitch darkness carrying food, water, and blankets,

HELPING BRITISH AGRICULTURE 


Work at Tingrith Training Farm 
GOOD RELATIONS WITH NEIGHBOURS 


[From our Correspondent] 


Recently I gave an account of a co-operative training farm for 
German-Jewish refugees at Tythrop House, Kingsey, Oxfordshire. 
Last week. I visited another farm, twenty-five miles away, at Tingrith, 
near Harlington, Bedfordshire, where ninety-three refugees, under 
expert guidance, are being given a thorough grounding in all aspects 
of agricultural work. If any further confirmation were necessary of 
the value of this method of dealing with the refugees, my visit to 
Tingrith amply supplied it. For here refugees are not being: déalt 
with on a charitable, blind-alley basis; they are being taught how 
to fend for themselves, armed with a knowledge of how to produce 
the main cereal and market crops and of dairy-farming and poultry- 
raising. Despite the late start made by the trainees—the scheme got 
into full swittg only in March, when the planting season was well 
advanced—a large section of the farm’s 216 acres are yellow with 
harvest-ripe corn or green with potato haulms. Many acres of the 
rich soil have been planted with broccoli and other vegetables. The 
produce from the farm will be used mainly for the trainees’ own 
requirements. 

The suggested training period is eighteen months, and the Tingrith 
Training Centre Committee, the organisers of the scheme, anticipate 
that the refugees will then be able to fill posts in Palestine or ‘overseas,

farmers, the Government and the trades unions concerned having 
given their consent in view of the present labour shottage: The 
Committee works in conjunction with the Agricultural Committee of 
the Council for German Jewry. Included on it are Col. E. J. Skinner 
(Chairman), Mr. S. Beloff (Treasurer), and Mr. D. Seebohm (Hon. 
Secretary). 

When the trainees first set to work, they found the farm in a neglected 
state, and its flourishing appearance to-day is a tribute to their energy 
and also a reminder that not only the refugees but also the country 
which has received them are benefiting by the putting of British 
soil once again into good cordition. The Farm. Superintendent, Mr. 
H. Saxelby Dyer, who holds a national diploma in agriculture, while 
directing the work, leaves a large measure of autonomy in the hands of 
the trarnees, who help to organise their own working and social activity. 


They have set up carpentry, locksmiths’, and shoemakers’ shops, and 


a number of the reiugees now have the elements of new trades to 
help them in after life. The domestic work about the farm is done 
by the girl trainees, of whom there are twenty-four. Lessons in 


English and Hebrew are given by fully-certified instructors. 


Mr. Saxelby Dyer is now hoping to extend activities. The farm 
has acquired a tractor, and ii is planned to plough up many more 
acres. Fruit-growing and growing under glass are two ventures which 
the Superintendent particularly has in mind in order to round off 
the refugees’ training. All those who would like to aid the work should 
write to him at Manor Farm, Tingrith, Bedfordshire. 

One point remains to be added. Relations between the trainees 
and the local villagers (whom the trainees outnumber) are friendly. 
Those on the spot know that help for the refugees and help for Britain’s 
agriculture are mutually compatible. | 


CHANNEL ISLANDS HOSTEL 


Chateau é lEtoc, an old fort on Alderney, in the Channel Islands, 
has been converted into a hostel for refugees. There are already in 
residence twenty-four young men, and forty acres of land near the 
fort have been put at their disposal for agricultural training. Special 
attention is being paid to the cultivation of potatoes.

Thousands Volunteer for Service 
* NO NEED TO WORRY” ADVICE 


Refugees in this country are naturally most anxious to know wha: 
will be the attitude of the authorities towards them in the event o: 
national emergency. A JEWISH CHRONICLE representative was told 
at Bloomsbury House that the best thing that refugees can do, unt)! 
the Government decision is announced, is to “stay where they are 
and continue with what they are doing. There is no need at all fo. 
them to worry.” 

Work at Bloomsbury House continues as usual, although there js 4 
certain congestion in the Domestic Department. A number of women 
refugees in domestic employment have lost their jobs, either because 
their employers have evacuated. or members of the family have joined 
the defence forces. New posts have, of course, to be found for these 
women. 

Refugees are flocking to register for National Service, although no 
Government decision has yet been arrived at with regard to their offer: 

Mr. M. R. Irming, of the German Freedom League, has sent an 
open letter to the members of the Government and all peers and 
M.P.s suggesting the formation of an International Democratic Brigade 
to undertake service with the military, or in the labour or auxiliary 
forces. He writes: : 

“At this moment of anxiety and emergency we refugees, living in 
this new homeland of ours, feel it essential to do everything in ow 
power to assist in the defence of freedom and justice. There is in 
every refugee a deep gratitude towards the British people, who have 
given real practical assistance and support in many cases of hardship. 

“We therefore ask Parliament to consider granting permission to 
organise an International Democratic Brigade. The enormous value 
of such a force, under the British High Command, is obvious, and 
there is not only eagerness and enthusiasm for it but certain action 
at the moment of consent.” 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN On Monday appealed to the Govern- 
ment to. enlist the help of the thousands of refugees in England in 
the present emergency. : 

“ There are thousands more refugees in this country now than there 
were a year ago, and for many of them the threat of war means 
personal tragedies. which we, who are preparing to defend our own 
country, may find hard to imagine,’ the paper wrote. “ But one thing 
is certain: almost without exception these refugees are anxious to do 
all that thev.can to help the country which has given them shelter 
Many of them are eager to fight and have the qualifications which 
make the offer of their services more than simply a gesture of gratitude 
Others have special knowledge—industrial or medical—which the; 
have so far been unable to make use of owing to the conditions under 
which they were granted asylum. Jo waste so much talent and 
eagerness would be folly.” 7 


70 CH!}LDREN FROM ZBONSZYN 
Lived in Barns_and Pigstie: 


The third and last batch of Jewish refugee children from Zbonszyn, 
on the Polish-German frontier, arrived in London on Tuesday in the 
Warszawa, under the aegis of the Polish Refugee Fund. One hundred 
and sixty have come to this country in all, fifty-four last February, 
thirty a few weeks ago, and seventy—-of whom thirty are girls—on 
this occasion. Their ages range from two and a half to sixteen. 

Ten are to be trained by the Mizrachi for agricultural work in 

Palestine. The majority of them are Orthodox and know Hebrew. 
Some are even able to converse in English. On the journey across, a 
number of the kiddies whiled away the time by singing English 
songs, reports a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative. They were accom- 
panied on the ship by three Jewish refugee nurses from Poland. 
_. Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., welcomed the children at Symons 
Wharf, London Bridge, and others present were Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, 
Treasurer of the Polish Refugee Fund, Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Secretary 
of the Fund, Rabbi Twersky, and representatives of various Refugee 
Committees. 

Some have been placed in London, and others will find homes await- 
ing them in Leeds, Bradford, Hull, Cardiff, Pontypridd, Newcastle, Not- 
tingham, Birmingham, Manchester, and Middlesbrough. Owing to the 
present international crisis, the owners of a number of homes in 
London and the Provinces who have.evacuated will-be unable to 
accommodate about twenty of the children. For these, Mr. Kaizer 
informed me, temporary accommodd¥on was being obtained. 

The children expressed their relief to me at setting foot on English 
soil, after the miserable life they had experienced since last October 
in rat-infested barns and pigsties in no-man’s-land. Immediately upon 
disembarkation they were driven to Folman’s Restaurant in Aldgate, 
where they were given a filling meal. | 


RELIGIOUS REQUISITES NEEDED

About three thousand refugees are being trained at the Kitchener Camp, 
Richborough, pending their re-emigration. A very intensive religious life 
is developing, and about two hundred people attend the services which are 
held every morning and evening. On Shabbat, the various services 
fre attended by about eight hundred. For the approaching Yomim Noroi™, 
oe see ee are being made to hold services for the two thousand who 

ave already expressed their desire to participate. 

Unfortunately, most of the refugees were not allowed to bring with thcm 
their religious requisites.

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THE ROOSEVELT CONFERENCE 
October Meeting Planned 
ENTRY INTO ALASKA 


The White House conference on refugees, to which President 
Roosevelt has invited the Directorate of the Intergovernmental Refugee 
Committee, has been postponed to mid-October, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency reports. Originally planned for this first week in September, 
the conference is now expected to be convened on October 16 and 17. 

The Department of the Interior is drafting legislation to permit 
political refugees to enter Alaska, Secretary Harold L. Ickes stated at 
a Press conference in Washington last week. Two alternative plans 
would be offered, he said: one under which immigrants could enter 
under existing quota regulations and become citizens, and another 
providing that refugees would enter regardless of their place on the 
quota and remain until they would be eligible for immigration to 
the United States. The legislation would call for no Federal aid. Mr. 
Ickes said, but the Department would co-operate in organising corpora- 
tions like the Old Hudson Bay Company, to undertake colonisation 
and the development of resources. 7 


SETTLEMENT IN THE KIMBERLEYS 
Approved by Western Australian Government 


The Western Australian Government on Tuesday issued an official 
statement approving in principle Jewish settlement in the Kimberleys. 
The statement declares that the State Government is willing to negotiate 
details, subject to the approval of the Commonwealth Government. 

The State Government insists on certain safeguarding precautions 
in the selection of migranfs. 


“WE ARE NOT GOING TO 
ABYSSINIA ” 


Egyptian-Jewish. Paper’s Firm Statement 


The Egyptian-Jewish paper, Aurore, has published an _ editorial 
rticle entitled “ We are not going to Abyssinia,” as a reply to the 

various reports circulated in the Press that a Commission of Jewish 
experts might shortly proceed to that country, with the permission of 
the Italian Government, to examine the possibilities of settlement there. 

In the opinion of the paper, the Abyssinian colonisation plan is 
only a move on the part of Fascist Haly to mislead the Jews. “ We 
in Egypt, who are neighbours of Abyssinia,” it states, “know very 
well that Italy 1s not yet the master of the country, that serious fighting 
between the Italians and the Abyssinians still occurs there, and that 
Abyssinia cannot yet be regarded as an Italian colony. _Hence 
Italy is looking for money and for pedple to help her to combat the 
Abyssinian patriots, but the Jews will never accept that task for the 
benefit of the Fascist rulers.” 

In conclusion, the AuRorE advises the Duce to consider the com- 
plaints often made by Hitler to the effect that the Germans have no 
room in Germany, and to obtain from him 5,000,000 Germans to create 
a settlement in Abyssinia. 


SETTLEMENT NEAR BULAWAYO 


The Bulawayo Refugee Committee has reached an agreement with 
the Southern Rhodesian Government for settling refugee agriculturists 
on land in the Umgusa district, near Bulawayo. It is not expected 
that the settlement will take place before three or four months. 

The land and other facilities were offered on the same terms as for 
British settlers. The Committee, which will act as trustees for the 
scheme, have accepted on behaif of thirteen refugee families. A 
delegate is overseas: selecting the immigrants, who must. be trained 
agriculturists. 

Refugees from Germany now at Bulawayo have telegraphed to the 
Governor offering their services in the event of an emergency. 


HOLLAND PROHIBITS ADMISSION 


The Dutch Minister of Justice has issued an order forbidding the 
admission .of refugees of all nationalities. .Their transit is, however, 
permitted. 


TAKING MONEY OUT OF GERMANY 
An Official Scheme 


An Austrian lady who emigrated to England a fortnight ago asked 
at the Vienna Kultusgemeinde whether she could get any English 
mony, This was answered in the affirmative, after she had proved 
that she had all the documents necessary for emigration. She was 
asked how much she wanted, and when she asked whether she could 
have ten pounds she was told she could even have more. She was 
given a slip for the Landerbank, where on production of her passport 
she got a cheque for twenty pounds. The exchange rate was unusually 
high (63 marks to the pound), higher even than the illegal rate. 

[he lady explains that everybody who agrees to this rate of exchange 
is officially allowed to take money in the form of British currency 
cheques out of the country. 
known in Vienna. 

The cheque was cashed without any difficulty in this country.

VEGETABLE MARROWS 


Marrow Stuffed with Sausage-meat 

App a finely-chopped onion and a little dried chopped sage to the sausage- 
meat, and, if necessary, salt and pepper. 

Choose a young marrow of medium size; peel it; cut through lengthways 
and remove the seeds and pulp. Fill with the sausage-meat; place two 
halves together. Dredge with flour and place in a casserole with four 
ounces of vegetable margarine spread over the top. Put the lid on the 
casserole and cook in a slow oven for three-quarters of an hour: then 


remove lid and cook another half an hour, basting at intervals. Serve 
in the casserole with tomato sauce. 
Marrow Fritters (1) 
Peet a small marrow and cut into rings half an inch thick. Remove 


seeds and dip in seasoned flour. Coat with frying batter and fry a golden 
brown. 
Marrow Fritters (2) 


PEEL marrow; cut into rings and remove seeds. Fill up. the cavities with 
any mixture preferred; dip in egg and breadcrumb and fry a golden brown 
in deep fat. 

Any kind of left-over meat can be used for the filling or a mixture. Mince 
the meat and mix with breadcrumbs, cooked rice, or mashed potato; season 
with salt, pepper, grated onion, mixed herbs, and dried parsley and bind 
with a beaten egg. 

Marrow Supper Dish 

Pert and seed a voung marrow; cut into convenient pieces for. serving 
and-put in a casserole. Add three tomatoes and three onions skinned and 
also a few mushrooms. Sprinkle with brown sugar, salt, and 
pepper, and dot liberally with butter. Cover the casserole and cook -in 
a moderately hot oven for about an hour. 

Before serving, Sprinkle the top with a 
hand a well-flavoured white sauce separately.

EVACUATION OF MANCHESTER 
SCHOOLCHILDREN 


Attention to Religious Needs 
[From our Correspondent] 


Over 600 children took part in the evacuation rehearsal held at 
the Jews’ Schools, Derby Street, Cheetham, on Monday. 

It is hoped that conditions of billeting and accommodation for 
school purposes in the reception area will permit of arrangements 
being made regarding the Hebrew education of the children and the 
observance of Kashrut. The fact that these facilities are more likely 
to be available to the pupils of the Jews’ Schools than to Jewish school- 
children evacuated with other municipal schools has led to an interest- 
ing development. Over thirty Jewish schoolchildren attending. the 
Temple, Marlborough Road, and Leicester Road Schools and others 
in the Moss Side and Harpurhey districts attended with their parents at 
the Jews’ Schools on Monday and applied for inclusion in the evacua- 
tion lists of the Jews’ Schools. The crisis seems to have opened the 
eyes of many Jewish parents to. the value of placing their children in 
the Jews’ Schools, where they are assured of both an excellent secular 
education and a happy Jewish atmosphere. H these points had been 
properly appreciated before, the decline in the number of pupils at the 
Jews’ Schools might have been avoided. 

The whole question of the evacuation of local Jewish schoolchildren. 
and the arrangement of Kashrut and facilities for Jewish education 
in the reception areas, was under discussion last week at a meeting 
of the Jewish Ecclesiastical Council, but it was felt that practical action 
must wait upon accurate knowledge being received as to the districts 
to which the children would be evacuated. It is likely that this matter 
will be gone into further in the near future by the joint Committee 
which is being set up by the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, 
the Ecclesiastical Council, and.the Joint Jewish Education Board. 


At the bi-monthly meeting of the Jews’ Benevolent Sociefy at Levi 
House, Carnarvon Street, with Mr. B. Sykes in the Chair. grants were 
voted to the Talmud Torah, in connection with its 100,000 Shillings Appeal, 
and to the German-Jewish Aid Committee, Messrs. M.. Kravitz and M. 
Fireman submitted the bi-monthly. report. which showed that loans to the 
value of £361 and Marriage Fund crants to the value of £20 had been 
made by the Society during the period. The annual statement of accounts 
showcd that the Society's work had greatly increased. 

In addition to getting a presentation from the Holy Law Sy nagogue, Mr. 
Michael Fidler (Chairman of the Manchester Union of Jewish Literary 


Societies) and Miss Maidie Davis (last vear’s Hon. Secretary of the Union), 


who were married on Sunday, received gifts, in appreciation of their services, 
trom the Union. the Federation. of Jewish Literary Societies. and the 
Manchester “Lit... Mr. Ficler is Chairman of the local Young Liberals’ 
Assocuiuon and Chanman ot the Art, Drama. and Culture Department 
of the Jewish Youth Council. 

A joint Sub-Committee, set up by the Children’s Chanucah Festival and

It was 
added that there was no indication that the Chief Rabbi would inter- 
fere-in the matter. An official of the old Board said, however, that 
so long as they received no intimation from the Chief Rabbi that 
they ‘had to demit office and hand over everything to the new Board, 
they would continue to function and look after Shechita affairs in 
the city.

Again, my good intentions have. been m‘sun’erstood and my public 
Statements entirely misinterpreted. | certainly criticised the management 
of the old Board, and | contend that I-wes fully justified in doing so. 
was not the only one who thought that the affairs of our Shechita Board 
were not. ideally managed, that the members of. the Executive and Con- 
mittee should be elected annually-at a public meeting,-and that an annua! 
balance-sheet should be issued to the. public. Obviously, my. criticism 
in this respect was of.a constructive nature, as the prestige of the Board 
would greatly be enhanced by the introduction of my suggested reforms. 
In any case,.my remarks at the public meetings of the Board of Shechita 
and of the Special Representative Committee were directed against the 
Board of Shechtia as.a communal institution. but it never entered my 
mind to hurt the feelings of any one individual ‘member of the Board. 
Unfortunately, certain. genticmen deemed it proper to misconstrue my 
criticism. and turn it into a personal quarrel.

Committee on Monday, Juiv 31, that while, as I was informed, the Board 
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of Shechita income was £3,500 and the expenditure only £2,500 per annum 
the amounts which are allocated to our charitable institutions were 
inadequate. Obviously, the object of my critic'sm was to induce the Board 
to make larger contributions to charity, but in no way were my remarks 
meant to cast aspersions on the integrity of those who are in control 
of the finances of the Shechita Board. As a matter of fact. at a subsequent 
meeting convened by the Shechita Board, when the Treasurer proved that 
the surplus was considerably smaller, I accepted his explanations un- 
reservedly. Yet the gentlemen of the Board read personal bickerings from 
my well-meant remarks. Such an attitude is enough to discourage anvone 
from devoting his time and energy to communal work. : | 

{f am no stranger to the Glasgow Jewish Community. 1 have in mv 
time rendered some service to Our national movement, to our educational 
institutions, to our Synagogues, and to our charitable institutions. 1 held 
many a responsible Executive office and I have often been criticised myself 
But I have always taken criticism in the proper spirit: 1 have alwavs 
understood that my critic may be as sincere in his views as I am in mine.

HIGH HOLY-DAY SERVICES FOR REFUGEES 


Conference of Synegegue; 


[From our Correspondent) 


A conference representing the local Synagogues was held at the 
Communal Offices, Chapeltown Road, on Sunday morning, to discuss 
arrangements for High Holy-day Services for refugees who would not 
be able to be accommodated at the regular Synagogue services. : 

Mr. Maurice Stross and Mr. H. Freedman represented the United 
Hebrew Congregation, which had convened the meeting, Mr. W. Price- 
man represented the Jewish Instituie Refugee Fund, Mr. I. Goldman 
represented the Jewish Institute, and representatives were also present 
from the Chassidic Synagogue, the Vilna Synagogue, the Old Central 
Congregation, and the Louis Street Synagogue. Other Congregations 
expressed their intention of co-operating in the arrangements which 
would be made. 

Mr. M. Stross suggested that the Congregations be circularised 
with a view to finding out how much accommodatton could be pro- 
vided within their own premises. Each Synagogue should send to the 
Communal Offices the tickets for the seats available, and these would 
be allotted to the refugees. In addition, it was suggested that premises 
be taken and a special service conducted. 

Mr. H. Freedman suggested that a pro rata levy on Congregations 
be made to meet expenses, and he fel. sure that the modest sum 
required could be raised easily by such means. It,was further decided 
to appoint a sub-Committee which would deal with the question of 
hospitality for those refugees who lived outside Leeds but who wished 
to attend the services during the High Holy-days. Mr. P. S.-Ellis was 
appointed Chairman of the sub-Committee.

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MOTORING NOTES 


END OF “ FAST” SPEEDOMETERS ? 
The Podimore Cross Roads 


The days of the blatantly fast speedometer seem to be over, 
eter gh as regards the popular makes of cars, but I occasionally 
r of motorists who have been deceived by these instruments not 
only as speedometers but also as mileage recorders. Except in the 
case of 30 m.p.h. limit areas, it doesn’t really matter whether you know 
exactly how fast you are going or not, but when it comes to 
reckoning your petrol consumption over a certain mileage, a faulty 
speedometer can make all the difference. It is obviously next to 
impossible to make a completely accurate speedometer, owing to such 
awkward factors as tyre pressures having to be taken into consideration, 
but careful testing and inspection can do a lot. Just for the sake of 
interest I asked the Ford people how they tackled this problem, and 
they tell me that they have laid down a series of rigid rules governing 
inspection. Speedometers must not be more than 1 mile an hour fast 
at 30 m.p.h., or 2} miles an hour at 60 m.p.h. Speedometers on ahy 
Ford models reading below 30 m.p.h. or 60 m.p.h. at these two tests 

are rejected.

The R.A.C, have again taken up the question of the notorious 
Podimore Cross Roads: The trouble started last year when the 
Somersetshire County Council put up “ Halt” signs on the “A” class 
road of the crossing, with the result that hundreds: of motorists were 
caught by the police. In October last the Ministry of Transport told 
the County Council that the signs could only be considered a 
temporary measure pending the execution of a major improvement, 
such as a roundabout. In spite of this, nothing has been done: to 
this day, and meanwhile unsuspecting motorists continue to be fined — 
over £2\) was collected in one day at the Somerton Assizes recently. 
The R.A.C. want to know whether the County Council have any 
reasons {Or not erecting a roundabout, and if so, what are those 
reasons. As a general rule, I have little sympathy for motorists who 
disregard “ Halt” signs in country lanés which debouch on to a main 
road, but Podimore is altogether different, being a cross-roads where 
the signs are actually on a main road. The “ Halt-Major Road ‘Abead ” 
sign in certain circumstances can serve a very valuable purrose.. but 
nt should not be made use of as an alternative or substitute for 
badly-needed road improvement. :

SUMMER CAMPS AND SCHOOLS 


A CAMP FOR PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL 
FRIENDSHIP 
Sixty Refugees Present 
[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER| 


Several hundred young people are attending a Camp for Peace and 
International Friendship at Ridge End Farm, Beeston Park, Marple, 
Cheshire. It is under the patronage of the Lord Mayor of Manchester, 
the Mayor of Sale, and the Chairman of the Marple U.D.C., and is being 
run with the co-operation of the Manchester Friends’ Refugee Committee 
and the AfterCare Committee of the German-Jewish Aid Committee 
(Manchester branch). 

The aim of the camp is to cement friendships between young people ° 
from this country and exiles from Central Europe. Sixty young refuvees 
from Germany, Austria, and Czecho-Slovakia are there, and the camp has 
the active support of the Boy Scout Commissioner for Northern England. 
prominent people'in the Youth Hostels Association, the British Youth Peace: 
Assembly, and other British youth organisations. 

A group of members of Habonim visited the camp .on Sunday, when it 
was officially opened by Alderman Wright Robinson. They gave a 
selection of Hebrew songs and Palestinian dances, and a further Habonim 
excursion to the camp will be held on Sunday next. 

The Manchester Jewish Lads’ Brigade have lent a considerable amount 
of equipment, and the J.L.B. Physical Fitness Section will visit the camp 
on Sunday to give a display.

The Rev. B. Casper, a member of the Jewish Youth Council Executive, 
visited the camp vesterday to hold a short service for the Jewish people 
there.

BRADY’S ** BEST CAMP EVER” 
Perfect Understanding Between Boys and Managers 
our Correspondent) 


During a recent visit to the Brady Boys’ Club, I was given an opportunity 
to discuss with the members their impressions of the annual camp held 
early in August at St. Helens, Isle of Wight. From all accounts, thrs 
Jargest of all Brady camps—about 180 managers and boys—was the ~ vest 
yet.” Il asked some of the boys whose first camp this had been—they were 
mostly fourteen-year-olds—how a camp holidays compared with other hol 
days they had had. In each case camp won by furlongs. All the boys were 
very conscious of the way in which it developed acquaintances made in the 
Club into full-blooded friendships. One boy told me that he had imagined 
that going to camp meant he would have to “rough it,” and. that he 
was very surprised to discover that sanitary arrangements were “ marvel- 
lous’ and food was first-rate. 

Bad weather, it seems, was not able to interfere with the. zest of the 
holiday. The boys all looked very wel], and from what I learned I was 
inclined to think that the three physical training instructors had little time 
to. spare. 

A senior boy (between sixteen and eighteen years) told me that this 
year's camp was remarkable for the extent to which the boys themselves 
participated in the general running of the camp. Some valuable lessons, 
it seems, were learned from this year’s. camp.’ Sports day will, in future, 
be held earlier instead of the last day but one, and by doubling the 
number .of “ pioneers,” work can be done in about a quarter of the usual 
time. An interesting point is that, excluding rambles and bathing, the 
boys had little desire to go outside the camp grounds for their entertain- 
ment. All the juniors (fourteen to sixteen years) spoke highly of the help 
given them by the.seniors (sixteen to eighteen years), and the managers, 
they said, had done all in their power to make things pleasant without 
undue interference. Manv boys told me how much they appreciated. the 
sympathetic remarks addressed to them by the Vicar of St. Helens, who 
was present.at the last camp supper. 

Mr. S. Ansell, camp President, told me that he had never had a camp 
where his position ba’ been made so easy. For the second year in 
succession, there had been not a single orderly room case. This, he felt, 
was due to the “perfect understanding ” existing between the managers 
and the boys. 


YOUNG ISRAEL SUMMER SCHOOL 
Local Town Clerk’s Views 


The Union of Young Israel Societies’ fourteenth annual summer school 
at Chard School, Somerset, was attended by ninety-five members each ol 
the two weeks, from London, Liverpool, Birmingham, Bristol, Plymouth, 
Reading, Westcliff, etc. At the dinner given in honour of Mr. Forward, 
the Town Clerk of Chard, Mr. Herbert Bueno de Mesquita said that that, 
the third summer school in Chard, had been one of the happiest and

The calmness of the British people upon which the Prime Ministei 
has commented has been nowhere more manifest in the current period 
of crisis than on the Stock Exchange. Events have moved swiftly, 
substantial fluctuations and adjustments in prices have taken place, 
but at no time has there been any suggestion of panic or confusion in 
markets. Business has admittedly been difficult, dealers of necessity 
have had to quote wide prices, and in many cases dealing has been a 
matter of negotiation. Throughout, however, there has been a willing- 
ness to transact genuine business wherever it could be arranged, though 
speculative business has been kept at a minimum. In the gilt-edged 
market, the wise course was adopted of fixing minimum prices below 
which business could not be conducted, but all other markets have 
remained unrestricted so far as any Stock Exchange ruling is con- 
cerned. Considerable satisfaction was expressed with the Committee's 
announcement that while the Stock Exchange would be closed in the 
event of emergency, it was anticipated that it would only be for a 
few days. This indicates the confidence felt in the fundamental sound- 
ness of markets and their ability to negotiate settlement of the small 
open: account without trouble. There is a striking contrast here with 
the position in 1914, when the last settlement before the outbreak of 


war was heavy and difficult and followed by seven failures, and 


subsequently the House was closed for- nearly six months. 
BANK RATE AND THE £ 


While prices as a whole have fluctuated in accordance with political 
developments and the hopes and fears to which they gave rise, the two 
events which. have had the most direct effect on prices have been the 
raising of the Bank Rate to 4 per cent. and the “ unpegging” of the 
pound sterling. _The higher Bank Rate affects the whole scale of interest 
rates and naturally affects adversely values of fixed interest securities. In 
point of fact, however, business in such issues has been exceedingly small, 
apart from gilt-edged stocks where minimum prices are fixed. On the other 
hand, interest has been attracted to “ equity ” issues, which may be expected 
to benefit from inflationary tendencies. The decision to ledve the pound to 
find its own level was followed by a sharp fall in the exchange value of 
sterling. The most obvious reflection was a rise in the price of gold and 
gold shares, but most issues. concerned with the production of commodities 
overseas were favourably. affected. . Prices of American stocks also rose in 
London, but business here was most restricted, in view of the impossibility 
of arbitrage business. Later came the Treasury order requiring returns of 
all foreign security holdings and necessitating official permission before 
transfers can be made. Business in foreign stocks stopped for a time, but 
was later resumed on a small scale. mainly in closing open accounts. 
Markets as a whole have faced the crisis firmly and, indeed, as time has 
passed, with noticeable optimism. 


DRAPERY COMBINE PROFITS 


A. preliminary statement. by Debenhams; Ltd., the drapery combine,

The Buxton Festival 
Robert Donat as Romeo 


The third annual festival at Buxton opened on Monday with a 
performance of “ Romeo and Juliet.” 

The fact that the Opera House was packed to overflowing was a 
proof in itself that the tribute of Mr. Chamberlain to the “ nation’s 
calm in crisis” is justified. For two or three hours at any rate the 
audience of several hundred people forgot that there was a crisis at all. 

The Old Vic gompany has brought up a particularly brilliant cast and 
an interesting selection of plays. The chief thrill of the first night was the 
return of Robert Donat to the stage as Romeo. The last time Mr. Dona‘ 
appeared “in the flesh” was in 1935, when he presented and played in 
“The Red Knight” at the Queen’s Theatre. It was pleasant to note 
that there was little of the film star about his performance on Monday. 
His Romeo was modest and unassuming to an almost exaggerated degree. 
There was evidence of nerves, and one felt that he was experiencing 


‘difficulty in avoiding screen technique and resuming his old stage form. 


I have no doubt that he will have completely overcome this difficulty long 
before the company comes back to the Old Vic in London. 
Another interesting piece of casting was Constance Cummings for the 
part of Juliet.. Marie Ney as the nurse and Stewart Granger as Tybalt 
scored two of the best successes of the evening. 
Norman Ginsbury’s “ Viceroy Sarah” was the second play of the festival 
and was given on the following night. Here, Marie Ney—-who established 
herself as a favourite in Buxton by her superb performance as Mrs, 
Alving two years ago—came into her own. The part of Sarah Churchill 
is an effective one; it needs intelligence, charm, and subtlety. Perhaps Miss 
Ney makes her too sympathetic, but even so, I feel she is carrying out the 
author's intentions. 
Sonia Dresdel made a spontaneous hit as Abigail. 
actress whose future career will be worth watching. 
The two remaining plays -to be given during the festival are Shaw's 
“The Devil's Disciple” on Thursday (yesterday) and Goldsmith's seldom 
perfarmed “ The Good-Natured Man” on Monday.

Revised Version at the Embassy 


There is a good deal to be said against the practice of bringing 
up to date a play which had established its dramatic value in vears 
gone by. 

Now: Mr. Miles Malleson has done this to his “ The Fanatics,” and 
the revised version is to be seen at the Embassy Theatre this week. Mr. 
Malleson, it must be said, has performed the “ up-to-dating” operation 
with great skill. Certainly those who see the play for the first time will 
relish its excellent dialogue and the dramatic grip of its thought. Those 
familiar with the work may, however, regret any alteration which affects 
one of the most valuable qualities of the original, its perfect expression. of 
a mood which dominated the younger generation a dozen vears ago. True.

RESTRICTIONS IN EMERGENCY 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 

The Home Office have issued to the cinema industry full details 
concerning the procedure to be applied to cinemas at the outbreak 
of war, The Government are determined ‘to protect the population 
to the fullest, and to see what conditions are like before making any 
adjustments or concessions. 

At the outbreak of war, cinemas are to close immediately. The 
Press are to carry announcements to this effect. After general closure, 
reopening will be permitted in places least exposed to attack. Such 
reopenings will be for daylight performances only, and the local 
authority will dictate the size of the audience. Members of the staff 
will be placed so as to be able to hear air-raid warnings, and they will 
see that the warning is conveyed to the audience. Staffs will be trained 
in fire-fighting and anti-gas measures, and will be in attendance when- 
ever the public 1s present. Finally, complete lighting restrictions will 
be enforced. 

The film industry expected such a plan and are ready to carry it 
outs The same restrictions have been applied to other entertainments, 
so the film industry cannot claim to have been harshly treated. The 
loss of revenue, however, will run into millions of pounds, and no 
one can estimate the possible damage to cinemas which, through their 
size and key positions, are plainly visible from the air.

“PROFESSOR MAMLOCK ”—Academy (“A” Certificate) 

Despite ruthless cutting and abolition of many sub-titles, this still 
remains. an interesting film and a_ thought-compelling document. 
Unlike “ Nazi Spy,” it makes no attempt to show the operations of 
the Gestapo on a wide scale, but rather reveals the desperate, silent 
struggle which took place behind the scenes in 1933—a struggle between 
democratic ideals amd Nazi opportunism. . Throughout the film the 


German. man in the street is presented as an orderly, long-suffering - 


and humane man who is constantly browbeaten and directed by 
semi-educated Brownshirts. Occasionally, when conscience goads 
him to outspokenness or display of feeling, he is ruthlessly suppressed 
at the orders of cynic; | 

The Mamlocks, ind son, represent the age and youth of pre- 
Nazi Germany. father, a brilliant Jewish surgeon and 
war veteran, hating politics, is dgvoted to his work. The boy, a student, 
is an active member of he Wetkers’ Front, fighting to rouse such men 
as his father from thetkéthargy. All too late the father realises 
his mistake, When after the burning of the Reichstag the Nazis are 
given control and he himself suffers humiliation, while his.son and 
his friends are on the run. The picture has not the sweep and pace 
of the now famous Warner spy film, but the characters are individually 
more human and there is less attempt to overdraw types. S. Mezhinski, 
as the. professor, gives a restrained performance that stamps him as 
a fine actor. O. Zhakov. as his son, vies with P. Kirillov for second 
honours. Together they portray the student and his workman.comrade 
battling bravely through underground politics and surviving the 
brutality of .S.A. prisons. 

The Russian players all give sympathetic performances—especially 
in the scenes where Mamlock is deserted—-and even Krause, the 
swaggering Nazi bully, is shown to have some feeling for his former 
friends. The Soviet directors, however, have again made the bad mis- 
take of caricaturing the detectives: much in the same way as they 
did in “* Potemkin ” and “ The Lone White Sail.’ But, even discarding 
the propaganda qualities, the film remains an absorbingly interesting 
drama that is hampered only by the language difficulty. 


“ON BORROWED TIME ”—Empire (“H” Certificate) 


Man always finds himself in difficulties when he interferes with 
the supernatural. Lionel Barrymore thought death could take a 
holiday and by magic confined “ Mr. Brink ™ up a tree. Unfortunately 
for old Grandpa Barrymore’s plans to settle his domestic difficulties, 
however, Death’s envoy became annoyed and provided a surprise 
solution. It is an odd film, but not sufficiently terrifying to warrant 
the restricted certificate. Many of the tricks popularised by “ Topper ” 


are used to increase effect, and the whole pace is suited to an orchard 


location and the Barrymore style. Bobs Watson, the grandchild and 
reason for all the trouble, is the best child actor yet, and taptivatingly 
natural. Sir Cedric Hardwicke is remote enough for Death personified 
and his grim jests are well judged. Eily Malyon rather overdraws her 
picture of the hypocritical aunt, but Beulah Bondi, Una Merkel, and 
Henry Travers are well cast. 


“BACHELOR MOTHER “—Gaumont, Haymarket (“A” Certificate) 

Baby pictures are now the rage, but this one ts at least plausible, 
and for once the baby behaves naturally. Ginger Rogers 1s saddled 
with a child left outside a foundling home, and enlists her fellow- 


clerk, Frank Albertson, to prove that she is not an erring mother. 
David Niven, son of her boss, decides to interest himself in her predica- . 
ment and gets himself beautifully complicated. It is a Merry Mix-up, 


with good slick dialogue coupled to fast-moving situations. Ginger 
acis well and does some jiiter-bugging with Albertson. This picture 
is guaranteed to make you forget your troubles.

EN-COURAGE-MENT 


BY AUNTIE 
[conn the crisis through which we, in 


common with the rest of the nation, have 
’ been passing, I have been sustained by 
the words of the Psalmist. Before I quote them, 


I may perhaps inquire whether you are like 


me and turn to your Bibles for comfort and 
inspiration whenever you are in trouble. The 
first Psalm which I found very sustaining is 
the 27th. Here the Psalmist is reflecting on 
the many dangers and troubles that beset him, 
and he feels that he need mind none of them 
so long as he is aware of the protection of the 
Most High. 
Fear? 

-“The Lord is my light and salvation,” he 
says: “ whom shall I fear? The Lord ts the 
strencth of my life: of whom shall I be 
afraid?” He has already seen private enemies 
frustrated in their hostility to him and he con- 
cludes that the sanie would be the case in 
respect of bigger antagonists. “ Though a host 
should encamp against me, my heart shall not 
fear: though war should break out against me, 
still will | be confident.”- With God as his ally 
he can face the desertion of others. “Even 
if my father and mother forsake me, the Lord 
will support me.” But the finest verses of the 
Psalm come at the end, and it was these that 
especially comforted me. “I should have 
despaired,” he says, “ unless I had believed that 
i should see the goodness of the Lord in the 
land of the living.” And finally he adjures 
others as well as himself: “ Wait on the Lord: 
be of good courage, and He shall strengthen 
thine heart; wait, I say, on the Lord.” When 
you have read this Psalm, read also the 3lst, 
which concludes with the verse: “ Be of good 
courage, and He shall strengthen your heart, 
all ye that hope in the Lord.” | 


Two Worps 

There are two words used in the Bible for 
encouragement in times of Crisis—PON1 PIN. 
* Be strong and of good courage ™ is the usual 
translation. The second word really 
means firm on the feet, without “that sinking 
feeling.” You will remember that these words 
were used by Moses to Joshua when he handed 
over his charge to his successor and bade him 
ead Israel into the Promised Land. They were 
used again by Joshua himself when he wished 
to encourage the people in their fight against 
the Canaanite kings. We find the first word 
pm used in a fine context by Joab, David's 
general, when in a tight corner as he was about 
to enter into battle against the Ammonites and 
Syrians who were in alliance against Israel: 
“ Be strong and -Jet us fortify. ourselves for 


eur people and for the cities of our God, and 


the Lord do that which is good in» His eves.” 
Two CRIses 

Isaiah tells of two crises in his own troubled 
time in which he was enabled to speak words 
of comfort and reassurance. The first was in 
the days of Ahaz, King of Judah, when Syria 
allied herself with Israel to war against 
Jerusalem, Isaiah was sent to meet the king 
and say unto him: “Take note and be tran- 
quil; fear not, neither let your heart grow 
faint.” The two allies were scornfully referred 
to as the “two tails of smoking firebrands.” 
Isaiah wanted Ahaz to rely on God, but the 
king called in the heip of Assyria, which in 
the end resulted in religious degeneration. The 
second occasion was in the. reign of King 
Hezekiah, when Sennacherib, King of Assyria, 
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sent an army against Jerusalem headed by 
Rabshakeh of Lachish, who reminds me of Dr. 
Goebbels, for he understood the art of propa- 
ganda. Indeed, he was one of the first to 
employ a foreign language broadcast because 
he set about trying to undermine the resistance 
of the soldiers manning the walls by telling 
them in their own tongue of the might of 
Assyria. Hezekiah sent in great trouble to the 
prophet, and Isaiah sent back word: “ Be not 
afraid of the words that thou hast heard”; 
and he predicted that ‘the besieging army would 
depart hurriedly, while Sennacherib himself 
would fall by the sword in his own land. And 
so it turned out. Rabshakeh hurried away to 
the assistance of Assyrian forces hard pressed 
in a war with Libnah,. while Sennacherib him- 
self was assassinated by two of his sons while 
worshipping in a temple. These incidents are 
instructive as showing that there have been 
many occasions in the story of our own people 
when help has come in the darkest hour and 
our fathers have received Divine words of 
comfort and encouragement.

EN-COURAGE-MENT 


BY AUNTIE 


LURING the crisis through which we, in 
[common with the rest of the nation, have 
‘ been passing, I have been sustained by 
the words of the Psalmist. Before I quote them, 
I may perhaps inquire whether you are like 
me and turn to your Bibles for comfort and 
inspiration whenever you are in trouble. The 
first Psalm which I found very sustaining is 
the 27th. Here the Psalmist is reflecting on 
the many dangers and troubles that beset him, 
and he fecls that he need mind none of them 
so long as he is aware of the protection of the 
Most High. 

Wuy Fear? 

“The Lord is my light and salvation,” he 
says: “ whom shall I fear? The Lord ts the 
streneth of my life: of whom shall [I be 
afraid?” He has already seen private enemies 
frustrated in their hostility to him and he con- 
cludes that the same would be the case in 
respect of bigger antagonists. “ Though a host 
should encamp against me, my heart shall not 
fear; though war should break out against me, 
still will I be confident.” With God as his ally 
he can face the desertion of others. “Even 
if my father and mother forsake me, the Lord 
will support me.” But the finest verses of the 
Psalm come at the end, and it was these that 
especially comforted me. “1 should have 
despaired,” he says, “ unless I had believed that 
| should see the goodness of the Lord in the 
land of the living.” And finally. he adjures 
others as well as himself: “ Wait on the Lord; 
be of good courage, and He shall strengthen 
thine heart; wait, I say, on the Lord.” When 
you have read this Psalm, read also the 3\lst, 
which concludes with the verse: “ Be of good 
courage, and He shall strengthen your heart, 
all ye that hope in the Lord.” 


Two Worps
